Expanded summer program offered 
this year; semester will begin 
May 22 -- short sessions, June 5 


An expanded summer program 
has been planned this year at the 
university, with special features 
for high schoo! graduates, college 
students, teachers and special 
groups. : 

The regular summer semester is 
scheduled to begin May 22 for 16 
weeks and will allow students to 
earn a maximum of 16 credit 
hours. An intersession of three 
weeks for teachers interested in 
arithmetic methods begar May 165. 

For those desiring shorter train- 
ing programs, two sessions of five 
weeks each have been planned. 
The first session will get under 
way June 6 and the second, July 
10. 

Several short features have been 
arranged as follows: 

The firat occupational therapy 


course in the university's proposed 
program for the rehabilitation of 
returned service men will also be 
offered during the simmer. This 
new course, under the supervision 
of Dr. Berthe C. Koch and M. R. 
Koch of the art faculty, is for the 
purpose of training men and wo- 
men as teachers’ in pottery and 
sculpture.
